BURNING AND REBUILDING OF THE HOLDERNESS SCHOOL FOR BOYS. 


A LETTER FROM BISHOP NILES. 


Denar Dr. Twine: 

Ricut gladly do I avail myself of the 
opportunity afforded by your considerate 
request for a letter from New Hampshire, 
to tell of the calamity which has befallen us 
at Holderness, and of what we are endeavor- 
ing to do in this extremity. 

In the general Missionary work of this 


little Diocese some things are cheering. I 
would be glad, for instance, to tell you of 
the Divine blessing which is attending the 
work in one of the oldest Missions of the 
General Board, a Mission which for many 
years was beset with things that bring dis- 
couragement. I mean Nashua, which is 
now advancing towards a self-supporting

condition, and where I yesterday confirmed 
twenty-three persons. 

But it is fittest that I should confine my- 
self to that which just now chiefly fills our 
thoughts, the burning of our Diocesan School 
for Boys. 

The aim of Holderness School at Plymouth 
has been, andis, to furnish, in a very health- 
ful place and one beautiful for situation, a 
really good Church School at very moderate 
cost. All knew that a plain school of this 
kind was needed, one that should be within 
the reach of the bulk of the people of this 
State, and that should be especially adapted 
in some ways to the conditions in which 
our people live. We wanted a school that 
should be flexible; that should not insist 
upon grading the pupils too severely, out 
that should be so arranged as to give con- 
siderable play to the capacities, peculiarities, 
and aims of the individual boy; in the 
language of a very distinguished Instructor 
and Presbyter of this Diocese, a school 
which should combine the maximum of 
advantages attainable in a moral and in- 
tellectual point of view, with the minimum 
of cost. 

This we all felt to be a pressing want in 
our Church. And some believed that the 
combination of thoroughness and honesty 
in care and instruction, with small expense, 
was, with the Divine blessing, a thing 
possible. 

It was not, of course, supposed, if the 
charges to the boys were put so low as 
hardly more than to cover the actual current 
expenditure for living and for tuition, that 
endowments could be dispensed with, or 
that buildings could be erected from the 
school’s earnings, any more than they can 
be by colleges. But it is not apparent why 
the school is one whit less deserving of aid 
in its upbuilding and growth than the col- 
lege is; or after it has demonstrated its 
right and its calling to exist, why it cannot 
just as reasonably as a college hope that 
good men and women will have it in mind, 
and will by degrees strengthen and endow it 
with Masterships, Scholarships, and funds 
for buildings. Surely this is not an ex- 
travagant hope. 

Two years ago last September the school 
opened with a prudent and good Rector, 
and with about fifteen boys. When on the 
last day of March now passed, the flames 
swept away the ‘‘ Livermore Mansion,” there 


were three Masters at the school besides the 
Rector, and thirty-three boys in the home, 
and seven or eight day-scholars; and very 
bright lads they were. 

From the start things had moved both 
smoothly and steadily forward. I think 
that in New Hampshire the feeling was 
universal that Holderness School for Boys 
had passed beyond the stage of an experi- 
ment, and had made good both its right 
and its purpose to exist. By large numbers 
of persons in New Hampshire, and by some 
outside of New Hampshire whose means are 
not large, the school was already hailed as 
a very great blessing. 

A careful and prudent man in Concord, 
lately deceased, besides founding at Holder- 
ness the Edward L. Knowlton Scholarship 
of five thousand dollars, bequeathed to the 
school for general uses about sixty thousand 
dollars, being almost the entire accumula- 
tions of a lifetime. This is the gift of one 
who was interested in the characteristic 
idea of the school, and who had been quietly 
watching the careful’and frugal management 
of Rector and Trustees; and it came without 
a hint from any one connected with the 
school. With gratitude to Him who put 
this thought into the mind and heart of the 
revered donor, we accept it both as a sign 
of public confidence, and as a rooting for 
the time to come. 

But inasmuch as this bequest comes into 
the possession of the school only after the 
decease of two relatives of the testator, the 
direct benefit will come to the next gener- 
ation, and to those that follow, not to 
this. 

The recent loss by fire was due to no 
carelessness on the part of any one on the 
ground. The insurance of five thousand 
dollars was all that the mansion would bear. 
This we have. Some very generous gifts 
have been sent by a few friends in New 
Hampshire and from without, for which I 
thank Gop and thank the givers. And 
ladies in several parishes here are working 
to furnish the house. 

But to build a thoroughly good house of 
brick, well guarded against fire, and large 
enough for sixty-five boys and their teachers, 
and also separately a very plain school- 
house, of wood, and to provide a water 
supply by which a stream can be thrown 
over the roof, we require upwards of four 


thousand dollars more than we know how

to obtain. This letter is about the last 
effort open to me to make. 

Yet it is extremely important to push the 
work straight forward, losing not one day, 
so as to be ready to receive our scholars in 
September. 

Ought we to fail to do this? Or ought 
we to build poorly and inadequately ? Or, 
ought we to incur debt (a thing I have 
never done), when we have no good pros- 
pect of paying it, or the interest upon it ? 

Taking all things into view, and with the 
rest the vigorous character of the men who 
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have grown up in New Hampshire and have 
gone out into the country, there seems to 
me to be no work with which I have any- 
thing to do, that has in it the promise of 
larger good to the generations present and 
future than this work of the Holderness 
School for Boys. This is also the opinion 
of the wisest men among us. 

I cannot bear to have the school now 
hampered with a debt.

WORK AMONG COLORED PEOPLE IN SOUTH CAROLINA. 


FIRST ORDINATION TO THE PRIESTHOOD OF A 
COLORED MAN IN THE DIOCESE, 


CotumsBia, March 138th, 1882. 
My Dear Doctor: 


ENCLOSED I send you a clipping from the 
Charleston paper giving an account of the 
ordination of the Rev. Mr. Saltus*. It gives 
a short description of the new Priest and of 
his life and family. It tells nothing about 
his efforts to compass the object which he 
has attained, about the help he has received 
from the Bishop of the Diocese and others, 
and about his own manly and manful stand 
which he has so persistently taken and 
maintained for these long years, in spite of 
opposition, real and apparent, in various 
directions, in poverty, in self-denial, and 
amid temptations of all sorts. Flattering 
promises have been made him from the 
Presbyterians and the Reformed Episco- 
palians, that he might be ordained, at any 
time, among them, if he would come over to 
them. But, unmoved by it all, he has kept 
constantly to the Church, until at-last he has 
reached the goal of his ambition—an ordina- 
tion in the Church. Patient, earnest and 
conscientious, he has been faithful in all the 


relations of life, and now we feel sure he}. 


will be a good and faithful Priest in the 
Church of Gop, 

His ordination has been the fruit of pa- 
tient working and waiting in the Mission at 
Columbia, where he received his training; 
a training which was in every respect 
practical, since he was, during the whole 
of his education, engaged all the time in

parochial work, for which he has many 
most excellent qualifications. I will only 
add that in the same school, and following 
in his footsteps, there are now three more 
in training for the Christian Ministry, and a 
fourth applicant for the honors. Ought not 
such Missionary stations to be sustained, 
where, as lay-workers, young men may be 
trained for the work of the Ministry, while 
pursuing the studies necessary for the same ? 
and ought not these stations to be separated 
from the seminaries, where.they may pass 
one or more years of their course in purely 
scholastic study ? 

The great advantage of the position at 
Columbia is, that the work of thg Mission 
there is furthered by the aid of these young 
men, to an extent far exceeding its expenses 
by the solid and substantial work accom- 
plished in behalf of the Church. 

The necessity of colored helpers in the 
Mission work among the colored people is 
acknowledged by all, who have had any 
experience in the matter, and in no way can 
they be more helpful to themselves as well as 
the Church, than in acting as lay-helpers, 
while pursuing their studies in preparation 
for the Ministry.

STORY OF THE REY. THADDEUS SALTUS. 


The Rev. Thaddeus Saltus, lately ordained 
to the Priesthood by the Rt. Rev. Dr. W. B. 
W. Howe,at St. Mark’s Church, Charlestown, 
S. C., having been requested to give a sketch 
of his life sends the following: 
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I was born in Charleston, 8. C., Septem- 
ber 9th, 1880. My father was a poor, hard- 
working man, but he always tried to keep 
his children at school, as long as circum- 
stances would permit; for we attended 
private schools where a regular monthly 
tuition was paid. I was sent to school at 
five years of age, and continued to attend 
until the breaking out of the late civil 
war. 

At that time, I was obliged to stop and 
go to work, as my father, who was a mem- 
ber of the Easton Brass Band, connected 
with one of the South Carolina regiments, 
was called away to Virginia, and all com- 
munication between himself and his family 
was cut off. 

During his absence I struggled hard to 
support my mother, also a brother and sister 
younger than myself. After the war my 
father return home, and as soon as possible 
I resumed my studies. I had to begin over 
again, for my whole time had been given 
to the care of home, and of course I lost 
ground. 

At this time I went first to the private 
school of the Rev. J. Mercier Green, and 
afterwards to the Avery Institute. 

It seemed, however, as though I must 
give up school, and goto work again. My 
father after his return, was offered the sex- 
tonship of Grace Church, where I had been 
baptized im infancy. The salary was small, 
and he found it hard to get along. Soon, 
however, he obtained a more remunerative 
position, and I succeeded him at the church. 
My time now was withdrawn from my 
studies; but I was not satisfied, and so after 
all, found myself at the school of the late 
Rev. J. B. Seabrook (the first Rector of St. 
Mark’s Church), preparing for college. 

Thad thought of the Ministry for some 
time, but did not express my wish to any 
one, until the Rev. Mr. Seabrook asked me 
if I would not like to study for the same. I 
had already been confirmed at St. Mark’s 
Church by Bishop Davis. 

I told him I had been thinking about it, 
but it was impossible for me to prepare for 
it without help. He immediately laid the 
matter before my friends at St. Mark’s 
Church, and I received the necessary assis- 
tance. 

Tentered the South Carolina University 
in 1878, and pursued my studies until the 
institution was closed in 1876, when I was 


in my junior year, and a prostulant for 
Orders. 

That the University should close at this 
point in my course appeared very unpro- 
pitious for me, but one of the professors, 
the Rev. B. B. Babbitt, my devoted friend, 
immediately began to prepare me for my 
preliminary examinations for the candidacy 
of the Priesthood, in the studies of a college 
course. 

It was hard work for me. However, I 
toiled on, under the private teaching of Mr. 
Babbitt, and presented myself for examina- 
tion before the Examining Chaplains of the 
Diocese, and having passed satisfactorily, 
I was admitted Candidate for Priest’s Orders 
in the Diocese of South Carolina, in 1877. 

I now began the three years’ course of 
study in theology, under the Rev, Mr. 
Babbitt, and my success in the other ex- 
aminations of this course must to a great 
extent be attributed to his patient teaching 
and deep interest. 

Indeed, he seemed anxious not only to 
prepare me for the examinations, but to 
equip me properly for the great work upon 
which I have entered. I am very grateful 
to him. 

Aside from my studies, I gained much 
experience in St. Luke’s Parish, of which 
Mr. Babbitt is Rector. 

For seven years he left the entire control 
of the Sunday-school to me; and for five 
summers he left me in charge of the con- 
gregation as lay-reader. 

All of this has helped me, and, should 
any young man desirous of working for 
Gop, place himself under the care of the 
Rector of St. Luke’s Parish, Columbia, 
South Carolina, he will soon find himself in 
earnest, gaining strength and courage to go 
on in the Master’s work. 

I served my Diaconate under the Rev. 
A. Toomer Porter, D.D., at St. Mark’s 
Church. I am much indebted to Dr. Porter 
for his interest and kind advice, 

In conclusion, I desire to say, if this brief 
sketch incite some poor boy to persevere 
in a like undertaking, I shall only be too 
glad to know that the story has encouraged 
him. I can bear testimony to the truth 
that the LorpD will help those who put their 
trust in Him, and will raise up kind and 
interested friends to render his efforts suc- 
cessful,

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GROWTH OF THE WORK IN COLUMBIA. 
My Dear Doctor: 

Had a stranger been wandering in the 
woods of Lexington County, on Sunday the 
23d of April, he might have seen a singular 
looking building, and been attracted to its 
door by the sound of voices engaged in the 
usual forms of worship. The building is a 
rough, whitewashed shanty, 20x30 feet, 
with only a cross, set askew, over the front 
door, to mark its sacred character—no glass 
windows, no plastered wall, ceiling open to 
the roof, no carpeted floors—not only 
through the windows and doors but through 
innumerable cracks, one can see out in all 
directions. The stranger, however, would 
have found within a company of earnest wor- 
shippers, proud of their ‘‘ beautiful church,” 
as they call it, and thankful for the build- 
ing which they have erected with their 
own hands, out of materials furnished them 
by akind Churchwoman at the North, and far 
ahead of anything which they enjoy at home. 

Upon a small platform the visitor would 
have seen two young colored men, they had 
opened the services with the use of a portion 
of the Morning Service of the Book of 
Common Prayer, omitting the responses 
and the chants, for they had no Prayer 
Books, and reading the first and second Les- 
sons. 

After the singing of a hymn (which 
curiously enough was taken from a little 
book, entitled ‘‘ Additional Hymns, Au- 
thorized by the Convention of the Protest- 
ant Episcopal Church”), the older of the 
two young men arose to speak as a layman. 
From this address it appeared that he was 
recently converted to the Protestant Episco- 
pal Church, and the people around him for 
the most part were the people of his former 
flock, who were following him in the midst 
of much persecution. Hespoke charitably 
and kindly of the Methodist Church, of his 
old associations, and of his mother who had 
died in its Communion; and then he gave 
good and substantial reasons for the change 
that he had made, and called upon the 
people to take a decided stand and no 
longer to halt between two opinions. He 
pointed to the building which had been 
erected with the aid of those in the Church, 
who sought their good, and resolutely at- 
tacked the superstition that it was the 
Church of white men only, or of those who 
sought ‘‘to reduce them to slavery.” 


The services and address lasted about one 
hour and a half, and were extremely quiet 
and orderly; and, although they were all 
evidently under the pressure of great ex- 
citement, especially as their former minis- - 
ter referred to the tribulations through 
which he had passed, yet there was no 
shouting or groaning, only the falling tear 
and the silent and earnest gaze showed 
their intense interest in the speaker and his 
words. 

After a recess of about half an hour, 
spent under the spreading trees in lunch 
and quiet conversation, the people again 
entered their little church building; but by 
this time the children were gathered on the 
seats around the platform, about forty in 
number, from six to eighteen years of age. 
The younger of the two men on the plat- 
form now took the lead, with the girls on 
the one hand and the boys on the other, 
while the building behind the children 
was well filled with the grown people. A 
hymn was sung, the Lorp’s Prayer was 
said, and then the children were catechised 
in the simple Calvary Catechism through a 
large portion of the book. The children 
often gave their own words in answer, and 
made not one mistake. Then the Church 
Catechism was taken up, and its several 
answers were repeated to them, that they 
might repeat the same and so learn this 
compend of Church doctrine and duty. 

Their eagerness, and the keen zest with 
which they engaged in the exercise, often 
excited the smile, but more often the tear 
of joy. Many wept as they saw this most 
palpable evidence of the good work which 
had been begun among them. 

As soon as this exercise was finished, the 
congregation rose and recited together the 
Apostles’ Creed, then sang a hymn, and 
after some prayers from the Prayer Book, 
the young man who had led in the Sunday- 
school arose, and made a most fervent and 
effective address, showing considerable 
knowledge of the history of the Old Testa- 
ment, and ability to apply it in his exhor- 
tation. Even the children, who remained 
seated around him, hung on the lips of their 
teacher with delight and affection. It was 
a beautiful sight. These colored people, 
won to the Church by colored men, whom 
they trusted, with their children gathered 
around these two lay preachers and teachers 
of their own race. It was also pleasing to 
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see how these simple folks clung to the few 
Prayer Books and the few old Additional 
Hymn Books that they had in their posses- 
sion, and to hear those, who could read, ask 
for books that would give them further 
information. There was no ‘dim religious 
light,” for through three large doors and 
five large windows, all wide open, there 
streamed in the blessed sunlight, only tem- 
pered by the scattered pine trees upon the 
outside. 

At the close of the address, while they 
were singing a hymn, the speaker of the 
morning called upon all those who were 
present to come forward and enroll them- 
selves in a class for Confirmation. Imme- 
diately they began to come forward, men, 
women and children, from twelve years old 
and upward, with resolute step, and many 
weeping, but all quiet and decided in their 
manner. Some twenty-one in all were en- 
rolled. It required considerable resolution 
for these people to come out and enroll 
themselves as desirous of membership in 
what their friends call in derision and insult 
to them ‘‘the white man’s Church,” when 
they condemn them for ‘‘the desertion of 
their own race.” But there are those 
among this people who are ready and will- 
ing to bear all this, because they see that in 
this way the substantial purity of Christian 
civilization can be obtained for themselves 
and for their children. 

Among those who came forward were all 
the children from the family whose infant 
child was baptized last summer, at the bar- 
becue, at that time described in Tor Sprrir 
or Misstons. The parents happened not 
to be present. 

Does the reader now desire to know the 
secret of this movement? I reply that it is 
this: this people have discovered that we of 
the Mission at Columbia are determined to 
do what their former preachers have refused 
to do, or are not able to do, instruct them 
in the things that belong to this life, and 
to the life to come. 

This was no sudden and spasmodic action, 
but the result of long and patient work, 
and visitation from house to house. Services 
have been held in this building now for 
four weeks; I have been over there myself 
three Sundays in the afternoon, and one of 
my young men has been teaching them in a 
day-school for the past week, having about 
twenty scholars, which is a goodly number 
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considering the season of the year and the 
terrible opposition with which we are 
meeting. 

Why was I not over at this Mission my- 
self on Sunday? I reply that I was re- 
quired, both morning and night, at St. 
Luke’s, where the full services of the 
Church are celebrated, though in a hall, 
yet with good chancel arrangements, with 
most excellent music, and with a most earn- 
est service and such as is excelled in few 
Southern churches. At this, the central 
station of the Mission, the full standard of 
churchliness is maintained, while in these 
outlying stations, and especially in the ab- 
sence of the Rector, the services are less 
strict and ritual, and only so much of the 
Prayer Book is used as is within the reach 
of the people. 

Now, my dear Doctor, what am I to do 
with this class for Confirmation? It re- 
quires from two to two and a half miles’ 
walk right out into the country and then 
back again, every time I go out to them, 
and I cannot do anything except on Sun- 
day. But on Sunday I have, besides the 
services at St. Luke’s, the Mission in the 
worst part of the city, where, with the third 
young man placed under my care, I, last 
Sunday, spent the afternoon with a Sunday- 
school of nearly sixty scholars. 

Don’t you think I need help? A wonder- 
ful work is begun, and spreading in all 
directions around me. I need everything, 
Prayer Books, Question Books, Hymnals 
and the first grades of day-school books. Gop 
be thanked that St. Thomas’ Church, Taun- 
ton, has sent me an organ for this Mission 
within the city. Something of the kind, 
but smaller and easily taken from the 
church after service Sunday night, is needed 
at Lexington, so as to lead in the singing 
and chants of the Church. Even an or- 
guinette may do. 

But O! do send us books! books! books! 
especially of the primary sort, for the 
people are thirsting for knowledge, and 
that, too, of the most rudimentary sort. I 
do not think that Churchmen rightly appre- 
ciate the immense labor and patience which 
are required to elevate a whole race from 
the depths of ignorance, or they would be 
more kindly disposed towards such begin- 
nings as I have now described.

BUDDHISM THE DARKNESS OF ASIA. 


CERTAIN classes in Christendom have been very much given of late to 
speaking of Buddhism as “ the Light of Asia,” but many who have studied it 
most closely, and have had the best opportunities for knowing its real charac- 
ter, declare it to be *‘ the darkness of Asia.” 

The Bishop of Ceylon, at a late Missionary meeting, said, ‘“‘ Buddhism is 
not like Christianity either in theory or practice. In theory, if like Christianity 
at all, it is like it without a Creator, without an Atoner, without a Sanctifier; 
in practice, 1t is a thin veil of flower-offering and rice-giving over a very real 
and degraded superstition of astrology and devil worship.” 

The learned Dr. Edkins of Peking, the author of a work on the religions 
of China, says that in the works of the great scholars Buddhism is philosophy 
run mad, while in the practices of the people it is idolatry and demon worship. 

Mr. Bainbridge, in his Arownd the World Tour of Christian Missions, 
declares Buddhism to be the most hypocritical and the most dangerous of all 
the religions of history, and says that it became such through its founder pro- 
claiming war against the whole idea of Gop; masking the most consummate 
selfishness in many of the deliverances of conscience, and adopting the most 
repelling of all the ideas held before his time, namely: eternal transmigration 
for the unmeritorious, and Nirvana, eternal apathy and unconsciousness, or 
practical annihilation for the meritorious. 

«< Atheistic, unscrupulous, and consummately selfish ” is his indictment of 
Buddhism, and he is constrained to make it, he says, ‘‘from one year’s close 
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personal study of Buddhism ; from visits to thousands of temples, monasteries, 
shrines and priests, houses dedicated to the great Indian leader ; from conver- 
sations, through interpreters, with hundreds of its priests and their followers, 
and from earnest observations among multitudes of this faith all over Eastern 
and Southern Asia.” The numerous proofs he brings forward to sustain his 
charge deserve the attention of all who desire to be well informed concerning 
this extensively prevalent system. 

But we think that Mr. Bainbridge does not give sufficient prominence to 
the great difference between northern and southern Buddhism. In the Bud- 
dhist literature of Indian Ceylon, Burmah and Siam, the existence of a good 
and merciful Being superior to man is denied, Buddha and his most merito- 
rious disciples being spoken of as the most exalted of beings, and they are 
stated to have passed into the perfect apathy or insensibility of Nirvana, and 
the people are to honor the images of these persons as memorials of the great 
teachers and exemplars of the way to attain “ the eternal calm,” but real noth- 
ingness of Nirvana. 

But this atheism and practical annihilationism were abhorrent to the 
Chinese and Japanese, and to gain power and influence among them the Bud- 
dhist propagandists invented the fiction of the ‘‘ Paradise of the Western 
Heaven,” and imagined a Buddha distinct from the. Buddha of history, Gau- 
tama or Sakya Muni. He was called Amidha Buddha, and the ‘“ Peaceful 
Land of the West,” abounding in charming sights and sounds, was to be 
secured by his help, and by:the performance of meritorious deeds, chief of 
which was the frequent repetition of the phrase ‘‘ Honor to Amicha Buddha.” 

But this paradise and this Buddha are utterly unknown to the Buddhism 
of Southern India, Ceylon, Burmah and Siam, though it is the favorite article 
of the Creed of the Buddhists of China, Japan, Corea, Manchuria and Mongolia. 

But however pliable and assimilating Buddhism may have been in the 
various countries to which it has gone, and however desperate the efforts of 
its leaders to be abreast of the times, there has never been a complete surrender 
of the following cardinal doctrines of the ancient books: 


(1) There is no Gop, and there are no immaterial spirits. 

(2) The universe and its inhabitants were not created by a self-existent 
Being, and how they came into existence cannot now be ascertained. 

(3) All worlds are subject to dissolution and reproduction. 

(4) All sentient beings whether called gods, good spirits, men or demons 
are homogeneous, and they are simply in different states or phases of being 
according to their merit or demerit. 

(5) All persons without exception are subject to successive births and 
deaths, nor can they escape the eternal round thereof except by attaining suffi- 
cient merit to enter Nirvana, and the great merit required is not attainable 
until after an immense number of births in different states of existence, the last 
one being what is called the human state, or being born of a woman in this world. 

Accordingly the leading Buddhist writers in China maintain that Amidha 
Buddha and the other inhabitants of the ‘“‘ Western Paradise” are, after avery 
long time to enter Nirvana, the only eternally unchangeabie state. 
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(6) Of this wondrous Nirvana state nothing must be predicated except 
that it is absolutely and forever free from change. It must not be said that 
those who pass into it are in activity or in repose; that they are concious or 
unconscious ; that they really exist or that they are annihilated. As, how- 
ever, the Buddhist priests teach the abominable doctrine that there should not 
be activity even in doing good except for the attainment of merit by the doer, 
and as additional merit cannot be needed in Nirvana, we may presume, even if 
we are not permitted to predicate, that those who have passed into this inde- 
scribable state are perfectively inactive in thought and deed, and as apathetic 
as the sphinx; and therefore almost all images of Buddha represent him as 
utterly unconcerned and stupidly apathetic. 

Buddhism is indeed philosophy run very mad, and the natural result of 
such a system of atheism, pessimism, metempsychosis and practical annihila- 
tion is the debasement and corruption prevalent in Buddhist communities. Of 

ome of the many evil fruits of the system in various Asiatic countries, we will 
write in another article. 


STATISTICS OF PROTESTANT MISSIONS IN CHINA. 


THE following statistics taken from a valuable paper by Dr. John Vaughn 
Lewis on the opportunity in China, published in the Churchman, are an 
exceedingly interesting record of what has been accomplished in that Empire 
during the forty years since the country was opened to Protestant Missionaries. It 
should be borne in mind that the oldest of these Missions dates from 1842, and 
that thirty-nine years ago there were but six Protestant converts in all China. 
To-day there are 29 Missionary societies at work at 91 central stations and 511 
out-stations, 250 ordained Missionaries and 7%3 ordained native Clergy, 63? 
unmarried women teachers, 511 licensed preachers, 71 colporteurs, 90 ‘‘ Bible 
women,” 400 churches, 18,000 enrolled communicants, about 75,000 adherents, 
20 theological schools, with 231 students, 30 higher boarding-schools for boys, 
with 611 scholars, 38 for girls, with 777 scholars, 177 day-schools for boys with 
4,500 students, 82 for girls with 1,300 students, 16 Missionary hospitals and 24 
dispensaries.. At the Mildmay Conference in London, Dr. Legge stated that 
at the present rate of progress, in forty years more, Protestant Missions ought 
to report 26,000,000 communicants and 100,000,000 adherents in the middle 
kingdom. The (American) Presbyterian Publishing House at Shanghai printed 
in 1880, 314,000 Bibles and: Testaments, 4,672,500 pages of tracts, and 226,763 
volumes of miscellaneous books. 

Such a record as this seems a sufficient reply to those who assert that Mis- 
sion work has been a failure in China.

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_taking to open up and settle the places for 
residences and chapels in the new cities. 
They were very successful, and they seem 
to have had helpers raised up just where 
they were needed. It is a very delicate 
matter to go into a strange heathen city 
and rent houses for dwellings and chapels 
for Christian work. They have obtained 
houses in both the cities of Kia-ding and 
Tai-chong. 

The young men will go at once, and 
Mr. Woo will soon follow and arrange 
the work in that part of the field, When I 
look back to the former dark days in our 
field and at the bright prospect before us 
now, there is indeed great cause for us 
to give thanks unto the Lorp for His 
goodness. 

We have now five excellent native or- 
dained workers. Four very promising 
young men, all candidates for the Ministry, 
went out into the field last year and have 
done well in this work of trial. Several of 
these we trust will be ordained to Holy 
Orders during this year. Five more have 
just gone out this spring, and we earnestly 
believe will prove useful men in the field. 
Again, there seems a feeling of readiness to 
hear with more of kindness the words of 
the truth among the great multitudes than 
heretofore. Let all those who feel an interest 
in our China work rejoice, and feel that we 
are now getting hold of the field as we have 
never done before. It behooves us to call 
earnestly for the blessing of the Lorp on 
His work, that He may pour out His Spirit 
upon the laborers, and grant that the seed 
sown may spring up and bring forth an abun- 
dant harvest. I have not spoken of the 
Wuchang station and the Hankow work, 
but there is also much cause to rejoice for 
the prosperous and healthful state of the 
work there. 

Please excuse this very poor setting forth 
of the many causes our Church has for re- 
joicing and hope in her China field. The 
shadow of the illness of our poor Bishop 
must needs press upon us, but with the 
change he has made there is hope that he 
may improve, and with all the facilities 
which the European physicians possess, 
means may be found under Gop’s blessing 
and guidance to restore him to health. The 
prayers of the Mission follow him. 


The letters from the Rev. Mr. Yen to a 


friend in the United States from which we 
are permitted to make the following extracts, 
although written several months ago, con- 
tain matters of general and permanent inter- 
est. We are under great obligations to the 
person to whom they were written for the 
use of them. 


“My time is well employed, for besides 
teaching four hours a day, I have in charge 
the discipline of the scholars and the business 
of feeding and clothing them; add to which 
I have to preach once on Sunday, which, 
considering the character of the audience, I 
cannot do without much preparation, and 
the leisure hours of the evening are given 
to teaching the children. The 
prospects of the College are neither encour- 
aging nor discouraging. The system may 
be said to be only tentative. Everything 
depends on the signs of the times, for no 
institution can be successful, that is before 
or behind the age. I find the greatest 
trouble with my countrymen is that they 
lack mental energy. Itis this which makes 
them rest satisfied with the state of things 
as it is, in government and civilization, 
as in education and religion. They hear 
and see the European progresses in every 
department of life, and admire them, but 
they themselves have no energy to adopt 
them. Outside of the walls of the City of 
Shanghai, there are the British, French and 
American settlements, where there are broad 
and clean streets, good drains, gas lamps and 
orderly police, but inside, there are filth, 
disorder and disease, and one wonders why 
there should be this difference. It is the 
same answer, this mental inertia. Here and 
there one may be found who is in advance 
of the age, but unhappily he has no one to 
sympathize and co-operate with him, and 
one cannot accomplish much when the 
whole community shake their heads. Thus 
it is that J say our College is only ten- 
tative. It cannot yet be said to have found 
its sphere. I hope Gop will hasten the day 
when this country will be aroused, not only 
in matters of religion, but also in those of ma- 
terial progress. China is now in contact with 
all nations, and unless she so wakes up, she 
will be more and more outstripped by the 
other nations, and the result is that she will 
suffer a national decay, just as Spain and Por- 
tugal have done, because outstripped by 
England, France, the United States, and 
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Germany, and just as the weak and lazy are 
doing every day because outstripped by the 
strong and the diligent. 

Already'there are signs; for Japan and 
India are cultivating teas and Manila sugar, 
and unless China stirs herself she will be 
driven out of market, both abroad and at 
home, and the consequence is clear. 

There had been much hope cen- 
tered in the youths sent to New England 
for education, but the Government has now 
recalled them, The high official in Pekin, 
and even the minister in Washington have 
not been satisfied with the scheme. I sus- 
pect the reason is because the youths have 


adopted opinions of religion, government 
and manners which are not in accord with 
the condition of China. There are those, it 
may be, who think that these opinions are 
injurious and there are those who think that, 
though they are not injurious, they are notin 
tune with the average feelings of the people. 
America being Republican, is the last coun- 
try where Chinese youths can grow up and 
not be entirely wn- Chinafied. When the edu- 
cational mission was first talked of, some 
did say that Europe is the proper country. 
I myself think that the best way is to edu- 
cate at home, and would that China could see 
this clearly.”

EXTRACT FROM THE REV. A. R. MORRIS’ 
QUARTERLY REPORT. 
Osaka, April 18th, 1882. 

Tue usual Sunday Services have been held 
at the Dispensary chapel, the attendance 
ranging from twenty-seven to forty-three in 
the morning and from twenty-five to forty- 
one in the afternoon. I have preached at 
one of the Services and Messrs. Kawashima, 
Nakashima and Ozawa have taken turns 
in preaching at the other. Mr. McKim has 
usually read either the whole ora part of the 
Service. Mr. McKim has had a Service on 
Sunday evening at the Chapel of the Girl’s 
School, with, I believe, a very encouraging 
attendance. 

On Epiphany the attendance at the Dis- 
pensary Chapel was fourteen, on Ash Wed- 
nesday thirty-seven, and on Good Friday thir- 
ty-three. During Lent there was a Service on 
Friday afternoons, at which one of the above 
mentioned Christians made an address, the 
attendance ranging from seventeen to 
thirty-two. Mr. Tanaka, teacher in the Girl’s 
School, who was baptized last year, has also 
lately begun to make addresses at some of 
the Services. On Wednesday nights a 
meeting, partly for prayer and partly social, 
has been held at the houses of each of the 
Missionaries in turn, the meeting being 

conducted by one of the converts and one 
or more short addresses usually made. 

On February 16th, I began teaching a 
Bible-class of the believers on Thursday 
afternoons. It hasbeen held regularly since 
then and we have gone through the Epistle 
to the Philippians, 

On February 3d, the believers formed 


themselves into a guild for more effective 
work, and appointed four committees for the 
various departments of the work—commit- 
tees on finance, visiting the sick, spread- 
ing the Gospel, and correspondence. 

A physician who was baptized two years 
ago through Dr. Laning’s influence, has 
lately been the means of interesting a man 
from Satsuma, who seems to be of consider- 
ble position, in Christianity. I was invited to 
his house. He was of very pleasant manners 
and conversation and at one time was a very 
strong opposer of Christianity. He has 
been attending our Services frequently since, 
and is being instructed by one of the be- 
lievers. 

On Easter Day one of the teachers in St. 
Timothy’s School was baptized. He hed 
formerly been a teacher in the Girl’s School, 
at which time he learned a good deal about 
the Gospel. 

It was hoped that Mr. Tyng’s linguistic 
teacher would have been baptized at Easter, 
but he had been sick, and did not come for 
preparation for a few weeks. He hopes to 
be baptized in a week or two. 

The Dispensary goes on as usual. There 
seems to be a good number of patients. 
Every month the assistant brings quite a 
little balance of receipts after paying all ex- 
penses for medicines and assistants’ salaries. 

The new Chapel is nearly completed. The 
converts are looking forward with pleasure 
to worshipping in it; and it will really bea 
great enjoyment to all of us to gather for 
worship in a place which looks as if it were 
built for the purpose. Its bell will be the 
first church bell that has ever sounded in 
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Osaka. That outsiders appreciate it as 
really as we do is shown by the terms in 
which it was referred to lately in the Hiogo 
News, our local newspaper, as a handsome 
and substantial building. 

The Boys’ and Girls’ Schools are going on 
I believe asusual. The pupils come out to 
the Services, and in fact form the bulk of the 
congregation. 

We have lately been much encouraged by 
learning that there is a prospect of Mr. 
Nakashima’s becoming a Candidate for Or- 
ders. He can read English books very 
readily, which will make his preparatory 
study a much simpler matter than it is in 
most cases. In his addresses, he has made 
considerable use of English sermons, special- 
ly Norton’s. Kawashima has done the same. 
If we had a supply of volumes of sermons of 
that kind it would be a great addition to 
the Mission Library, as it is probable that 
many of our young men will be able to read 
English, and will be glad of such helps in 
preparing to make addresses, etc. 


EXTRACT FROM A LETTER FROM THE REV. 
MR. M’KIM. 
Osaka, April 4th, 1882. 

If Ishould relate my personal impressions 
of these people now after a two years’ resi- 
dence among them, they would read some- 
what different from those I received on first 
coming to Japan. For the first few months 
after arriving I thought the Japanese the 
most delightful people I had ever met; they 
are so charmingly polite, so thoroughly 
good-natured and kind-hearted that one was 
at once won over by them. If one’s inter- 
course with them were but transient and not 
intimate, he might go away thinking they 
exhibit more of the fruits of Christianity 
and were less in need of instruction than 
the Missionaries themselves, but when the 
Japanese are better known, these first pleas- 
ant impressions are destined to a painful 
revulsion; then we know them to be unrelia- 
ble, tricky, lying and licentious, and the 
result of this closer intercourse and knowl- 
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edge of their character is apt to create a 
dislike for and distrust of them in every 
way. 

But upon reflection how can we expect 
honesty and truthfulness from a people 
whose highest objects of reverence and 
worship are but lies. 

The old religions of the country are ina 
state of decay, although certain of the Bud- 
dhists sects are working hard to maintain 
their ground. 

Non-Christian foreign intercourse, while 
developing the resources of the country and 
stimulating the intellectual aspirations of 
the people, has a demoralizing tendency. 
That this is so, will, I think, be at once 
admitted by all foreigners whether Chris- 
tian or not, There is the greatest possible 
difference between the character of the peo- 
ple who live in the open ports and that of 
those who live in sections seldom or never 
frequented by foreigners. 

That the future of Japan without Chris- 
tianity is very dark seems to be recognized 
by many of the most progressive of the 
Japanese and also by some of the foreign 
residents who are not Missionaries; for ex- 
ample, Mr. W. G. Dixon, for four years a 
Professor in the Imperial Engineering Col- 
lege, has lately published ‘‘ An Account of 
Japan and its People;” in which he says: 
‘There is one element which is absolutely 
indispensable to Japan’s prosperity, and yet 
which is nevertheless ignored by her rulers, 
and too little regarded even by her foreign 
well-wishers, and that I need hardly say, is 
Christianity. Without the influence of pure 
Christianity the nation can never perma- 
nently prosper. Unaccompanied by this, 
material prosperity may be only so much 
additional power for evil. One cannot but 
sympathize with high-minded Japanese pa- 
triots, who, while not opposed to foreign 
intercourse within certain limits, yet regard 
with alarm and misgiving the only too ap- 
parent demoralization of their countrymen 
in the open ports where the influence of 
Western civilization is most felt.”

Ir may not be out of place tolon the 13th of last January conferred upon 
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me the honorary degree of LL.D. It was 
wholly unexpected and unsought by me. It 
seems to be an expression of appreciation 
for my ten years’ service as diplomatic Con- 
sul of Liberia, near the Haitien Government. 
Although as at the close of my official ser- 
vice the President of Liberia, in gratitude 
for the same, conferred upon me the cordon 
of Knight Commander of the Liberian Order 
of African Redemption, I consider that my 
services were thereby sufficiently appreciated 
and acknowledged, and I looked for nothing 


more. This accumulation of their expres- 
sions of appreciation of my services to their 
country, makes Liberia an exception to the 
adage that ‘‘Republics are ungrateful.” 
Again if I may be allowed to be a little face- 
tious on a matter of this sort, which is not 
always a very serious thing, may I not ask my- 
self if my friends in Liberia were not alarmed 
for my safety amid the pestilence raging in 
Haiti since last September, and thereupon 
kindly took it into their heads to doctor me 
by way of precaution. 


MEXICO. 


We are permitted to make the following 
extracts from private letters received by 
friends of Mexico in this city. » 

Mexico, March 28th, 1882. 

. . . . As soon as my health and 
pressure of other matters will permit, I will 
try to give you an individual account of the 
theological students on Scholarships. Of 
course, they are so only in name, as the sup- 
port of all alike comes out of the general 
fund. As to the books, I am very thankful, 
for Mr. — kindly enters into the work 
here, and would be glad to receive all books 
that might be sent as a nucleus for a library ; 
but what we really need most and first is 
standard Theological works, especially such 
text-books as are used in aregular Seminary 
course. Many thanks for your most encour- 
aging accounts of increasing interest taken 
in this work and the names of its strong ad- 
vocates; they are towers of strength. Surely 
‘no Missionary undertaking of our Church has 
so many noble, earnest, untiring supporters 
as this; none which is so prominently kept 
before the public. To me the amount of 
work which some of you ladies do in writ- 
ing, soliciting, publishing etc., is simply 
astonishing. Mr. Winston’s impression ap- 
peared to us very favorable indeed. I hope 
that his very earnest words before a gather- 
ing of the Clergy here as to the great impor- 
tance of the speedy completion of the Liturgy 
will be taken to heart by those whom it 
especially concerns. 

I am very glad that Mr. Valdespino’s 
paper isso much liked. I was very much im- 
pressed with it in the course of translation, 
and believe he gives a very sober, accurate 
view of affairs. 

While writing this the Bishop has dropped 
in, having returned from a very interesting 
trip to Nopala, about a hundred miles north 
of this city, which is the headquarters for 
six congregations; these are served by Pres- 
byter Carrion and Deacon Bustamente. The 
Bishop speaks very enthusiastically of the 
progress of this work. He says that in that 


same section of the country where, three 
years ago, it was very dangerous to be known 
as a Protestant, now you are everywhere 
hailed by the hermanitos, that is, members of 
or sympathizers with the ‘Church of Jmsus.” 
He speaks especially of a lovely Christian 
lady who is building a church at her own 
expense, and will probably add other suit- 
able buildings. The Rev. Mr. Carrion 
thinks that we can soon have five hundred 
for Confirmation; but the Bishop will be 
gratified if the number reaches two hundred. 
Mrs. Lever is quite well and is doing an 
excellent work, a very important work. 


TLALPAN, April 13th, 1882. 

... . . I am happy to say that our 
Church work in this land continues to 
prosper. Theaccounts from all our outside 
congregations are most encouraging. Bishop 
Riley was delighted with all he saw and 
heard while visiting those of Puebla and 
Nopala. These two congregations are 
growing very strong, especially that of No- 
pala. <A chapel is now being built there by 
a widowed woman in memory of a departed 
son. She is full of faith and good works 
and serves the Lorp continually. 

We had a very large Communion on Holy 
Thursday night and a good attendance the 
following morning at the Good Friday Ser- 
vice. The Easter Service was grand ; the 
chancel was decorated with a large quantity 
of flowers which some good friends sent us 
for the purpose. The sermons preached on 
these different Holy days were very appro- 
priate for the occasions, 

Mrs. Lever, or Sister Mary, isa treasure to 
us. She is constantly at work, always doing 
something for the glory of Gop and the 
good of precious souls. Her Bible-class on 
Friday afternoons for Mexican women is 
growing larger gradually. Much of her 
time is taken up in receiving visits from 
ministers of our Church and from our Church 
people who come to consult her about many 
things.

Houity Hint, Fuorrpa, 
April 10th, 1882. 
Dear Mapam: 

WHEN, about a year since, I was consider- 
ing the advisability of relinquishing the 
Parish at Palatka, in order to come here as 
Missionary, among my many perplexities 
the principal one was, how it would be 
possible to collect funds for the erection of 
a chapel at Daytona, the headquarters of 
the Mission on the Halifax River, East 
coast of Florida. 

I was perfectly acquainted with the field, 
with the number, disposition and circum- 
stances of the people, especially. of those 
of our own household of faith (having 
been Missionary here in 1877 and 1878, and 
having been obliged to surrender my ap- 
pointment for lack of support and for sun- 
dry other reasons) and I knew that they 
could do but little towards the object. 

I then encouraged myself with the idea 
of appealing to you, thinking that you 
would not refuse to assist me. But on 
what ground to approach you? I was not 
a Missionary of the Domestic Board, that 
was my difficulty. But now a way seems 
to have been opened for me to address you. 
I could initiate no movement for the build- 
ing of a chapel among our own handful of 
feeble folk, for it was entirely beyond their 
ability, and I have no means myself, nor 
have I many friends in this country, being 
an alien. However, Providence was good 
to me. A young girl, whose casual ac- 
quaintance I made while Rector of the Par- 
ish in Palatka, became interested in my 
description of this part of the country and 
of its spiritual destitution, and about two 
months ago wrote to say that she had collect- 
ed nearly one hundred dollars fora chapel for 
the Mission. That gave me courage to begin 
canvassing among the people, and the result 
has surpassed my expectations. A hand-

some and eligibly situated lot has been 
given and deeded to the Diocese. It is 
worth two hundred dollars, and as much 
money has been pledged for the building. 
Six hundred dollars will be sufficient for 
its erection, but where is the balance to be 
found? It occurred to me that perhaps it 
could be obtained, or at least some portion 
of it, by an appeal to Miss Emery at the 
Bible House. Hence this letter, for the 
length of whick I feel I ought to apolo- 
gize, but I have per force been prolix as it 
is introductory and explanatory. 

If much money cannot be obtained for 
the building, which, however, is the first 
and most pressing need, perhaps the re- 
quisites for furnishing and completing it 
could be supplied—altar, font, window, 
lectern, lamps, chairs*and carpet for chan- 
cel. Service books for chancel use we 
have; gifts from the Cathedral Church, In- 
dianapolis, Indiana. 

April 27th. 

If others could only see, as I can see, 
what an important work could be done 
here for the Church, and how much there 
is to be done, they would unhesitatingly 
offer the help necessary to carry it on. 

I think nearly all the colored people in 
the neighborhood of Daytona—about fifteen 
or twenty families—can be reached by the 
Church. Within the past three months or 
thereabouts quite a number—from a dozen 
to eighteen—have occasionally attended 
evening service, but they do not feel com- 
fortable and at home among the white 
people. 

In casual conversation with a very intel- 
ligent man among them, I expressed a wish 
that I could build a decent chapel for them 
and give them a service every Sunday 
evening. His eyes sparkled, and he said, 
he wished I would do it. His people 
wanted to worship Gop and be taught, but 
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they did not know anything, and how 
could they teach?. But if an educated per- 
son were to interest himself in them they 
would be most thankful. It is sad, some- 
times, to hear what is said by some clever 
individual who is induced to harangue them 
at their meetings. They are too few to 
support a preacher, and this section is quite 
remote. Ah, with all our boasted philan- 
throphy and gush (pray excuse the express- 
ive word) what do we do forthe poor Negro? 

How much could be done even in this lim- 
ited field! And yet so restricted is our abil- 
ity and so radically defective does our 
method for work appear to be somewhere, 
that even in such places we are unable to 
take full advantage of our opportunities. 

I cannot do more than I am doing. 
I hold three full services every Sunday 
during all seasons, and travel eighteen 
miles; drive seventy miles to and fro oncea 
month to hold three services on the Sunday, 
with a twelve mile drive thrown in. It is 
no trifling matter to drive all day in the 
sun in an open conveyance in Florida, 
and yet how little I can accomplish with- 
out assistance; not a single church build- 
ing in any place to gather the people who 
are too few and too poor to provide for 
themselves, while Baptists, Methodists and 
others are procuring lots and erecting edi- 
fices for themselves and for the attraction 
of the people in general. 

Will you say I am imposing upon your 
sympathy and goodness of nature? I fear I 
am, so I shall close and subscribe myself,

EXTRACT FROM LETTER FROM THE SEC- 
RETARY OF THE FLORIDA BRANCH 
OF THE WOMAN’S AUXILIARY. 


Mr. Martin is a Missionary appointed by 
the Bishop and paid by the fund of our 
Society. He is in a very important field, 
being the only representative of the Church 
on the Atlantic coast south of St. Augus- 
tine, a very fertile section which is rapidly 
filling up with good people. The Stand- 
ing Committee have lately given him a 
horse to enable him to take charge of 
De Land, forty miles distant, the people 
at De Land paying for keeping the horse. 

A recent letter from Mr. Martin, that was 
read to me this morning, says he has $820.00 
on deposit, and has spent $25.00 already, 
besides, for clearing the land and fencing. 

I feel a great interest in that Mission, 
and would gladly help it more, if it were 
possible, It is from the fund collected by 
the Woman’s Auxiliary that the Standing 
Committee supports the Mission, and we 
do faithfully collect and pay in the contri- 
butions forming that fund. 

There are numberless places in Florida 
wanting just the help that Mr. Martin calls 
for. We have just copied the plans of a 
chapel (working plans and bill of lumber, 
etc.) for the people in Zellwood, who are 
among the bravest and most patient and 
persistent of all our new settlements. I 
wish you could help Mr. Martin and Zell- 
wood too. Do believe that it is inability 
and not lack of will that makes us decline 
offered work. 
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ORPHAN ASYLUM, 
Caprg Paumas, February 10th, 1882. 
My pEAR Miss EMERY: 

You wish me to give you a description of 
my surroundings. I only regret that Iam 
not able to command words to convey a full 
description of my present home at the 
Orphan Asylum. If I were, I think some 
of the many warm friends of the Mission 
work in Africa would soon respond to the 
call, ‘‘Come over and help us.” 

It is about a half-mile from where I have 
lived for the last fourteen years, and taught 
the Parish School of St. Mark’s Church. 
This is the third time I have taught the 
school here when there has been no foreign 
teacher. 


The Asylum is located on the extreme 
point of Cape Palmas, which extends far 
into the ocean. On the south of it is the 
little Ruesworm Island, covered with beauti- 
ful green all the year round, North of it is 
the Haff River. To the northwest lies Rock- 
town, about five miles from here, On the 
grounds around the Asylum are rows of 
cocoanut trees. On the side there are three 
in a row, that have been named Faith, Hope 
and Charity. Charity is the tallest. We 
have a few flowers in our garden, such as 
the oleander, rose, two or three species of 
the lily, and mignonette. 

To the east of us lies the city Harper. 
Though it does not come up to your idea of 
a city, yet it is laid out with streets crossing 
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each other at right angles, and contains 
rock, brick and frame houses, two stone 
churches, three school-houses, one brick, 
one stone and one of wood, a court-house 
and jail of stone. 

Iam sure any of your friends would be 
pleased with the appearance of my home, 
considering it is in a heathen land; and 
there is no part of the western coast of 
Africa that is believed to be more healthy 
than Cape Palmas. 

I suppose you would like to hear some- 
thing of the inside, as well as the outside of 
the school. 

We have twenty-six boarding scholars, 
and the Rev. O, E. Shannon’s daughter, who 
stops with me, makes twenty-seven girls in 
all.. The hour for rising is at 5 o’clock, 
when they wash and dress and are ready to 
go to their work at 6 o’clock, that is cook- 
ing, washing, and cleaning house and yards, 
etc, At 7 o’clock, Prayers; 8, breakfast; 
from 9 to 1, school, with half an hour recess; 
from 2 to 4, sewing-school; at 4, dinner; at 
7 P.M., Prayers and study one hour. These 
hours are divided between Mrs, Toomey and 
me. I have the oversight of the children 
during Prayers and school hours, with the 
assistance of the Rev. 8. D. Ferguson, one 
hour, as his children attend school here. 
Mrs, Toomey has all the other time, and it 
keeps her quite busy. 

We have children from about four years 
old to fourteen. Iam sorry that I can not 
say they are further advanced than they are, 
yet I think they learn about as fast as can 
be expected, when we remember that their 
mother tongue is Grebo, and their studies 
arein English, They read the New Testa- 
ment, the Analytical Series, 1st, 2nd, and 3d 
Readers, spell from Swinton’s Word Primer, 
and cipher in addition and subtraction. 
The more advanced study an easy Grammar 
and Geography. 

Our school faces the west, looking out 
upon the wide ocean, and is well venti- 
lated. 

Many thanks to yourself, as also to la- 
dies of the Foreign Committee, for the 


token of your best wishes. It will always 
be a source of pleasure and encouragement 
to me to know that I have kind friends, 
whose hearts are in the work of the Master, 
that He has called me to do, and that they 
are ever willing to sustain me, not only by 
their gifts but also by their prayers. For 
He Who has promised that the heathen 
shall be given to His Son for His inherit- 
ance will make use of us as instruments to 
bring about the time when we shall have 
bright spiritual days as well as bright nat- 
ural ones, in this heathen land.

My DEAR Miss EMERY : 

I received a package in care of the Cape 
Mount Station, from the Ladies’ Auxiliary, 
with my address and the well wishes of the 
ladies, And in reply I beg to tender my 
gratitude for their most valuable gift, so 
received, 

Before such a thing as a timepiece or 
clock was in my possession, I used to work 
at random, on days of service, but now I 
can regulate a great deal better as to time, 
which is a great help. It causes many 
visits from some of the natives who have 
never seen a clock before in their lives, 
and also many questions asked and replies 
given—among which, that Gop has given 
or granted to us a knowledge which is 
in them too, but undeveloped yet, and will 
be so as long as they are in the power of 
of darkness. 

Now, all I can wish for you, is that the 
Great Head of the Church and the Spirit of 
Glory will prosper your every effort to help 
in destroying the Kingdom cf Darkness, 
that the Kingdom of Light may shine 
forth ‘‘more and more unto the perfect day.”

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to learn Japanese. I like the study, but 
find it very difficult. We have a Language 
Club, meeting every Wednesday morning 
for an hour at the house of Mr. De Forest. 
All the Missionaries attend. 

TI like the Concession very much. The 
city, like all Japanese cities, is damp and 
dismal ; the houses are more like unpainted 
sheds in appearance than anything else. 
The bridges_are very good, strong, and 
pleasing to the eye. Iam told there are six 
hundred in Osaka. 

Miss Michie has not been well, so is going 
next week to Tokio for a change of air. The 
weather is very cold, though at the present 
time, flowers are blooming out of doors. I 
have seen only a few flakes of snow.

Concession, No 6, Osaxa, 
March 3d, 1882. 
My DEAR Mrs. : 

The little girl that we have taken in upon 
your allowance is a very bright little crea- 
ture of eight years of age. Her name is 
Taka. Her mother died several years ago, 
leaving two daughters. The father was 
very, poor, and dreaded his daughter’s 
fate might be that of too many of the 
poor children of these cities. In some 
way the eldest was adopted by the Roman 
Catholic school, and I think he would have 
very probably taken Taka to them, but one 
of our Christian women advised him to try 
to get her in our school. He applied, and 
we took her in, to remain until she is twenty 
years of age. If some such arrangement is 
not made, they will bring their children and 
let them remain until they are large enough 
to be useful at home, and are able to under- 
stand anything about Christianity, and then 
take them away before any lasting impres- 
sion can be made ; so it has been decided 
that it is best to have a written agreement 
with the parents or guardians, that the girls 


are to remain with us until they twenty 
years of age, during which time they can 
most likely not only learn but be able to do 
something for the Church. We find it 
works very well. 

Miss Emery thought you would like to 
adopt the little girl I wrote to Mr. Kimber 
about. I am sorry to say I think the mother 
was an impostor ; she would not agree to 
give the money she said she could afford. It 
is very likely she was quite able to support 
her entirely, and since she would not sign 
any agreement, we are convinced her mo- 
tives were not good ; at any rate we have 
never heard from her again. 

Taka is, I think, a child of very open, 
sweet disposition, She has been with us 
nearly a year, and JI have never known her 
to be guilty of anything very naughty. She 
is a laughing, mischievous little creature, 
but very sweet-tempered and very fond of 
her ease ; too fond of play to be very stu- 
dious. I can give you no correct idea of her 
appearance. Like the rest, she has a yellow 
complexion and very black hair and eyes. 

Please accept my warmest thanks for your 
kind interest. I shall write as often as I 
can about Taka, asI think you will probably 


like to hear of her from time to time. I 


must not forget to say that in the time she 
has been with us, she has learned the Eng- 
lish alphabet, has also learned to do plain 
knitting and sewing. The girls are all very 
quick at learning everything, and it is a 
real pleasure to teach them. Whenever we 
can get the materials we teach them fancy 
work, of which they are very fond and 
which they do very nicely. This fancy 
work of course is only taught after every- 
thing else has been finished, that is, after 
each day’s task has been performed. I fear 
I have not written all you would like to 
know about the child, but I hope to have 
the pleasure of writing again.

PORTION OF LETTER FROM BISHOP HOLLY.’ 


January 24th, 1882. 

Amone the first things that I would beg 
of the Society, are some furnishings for 
our Normal and Industrial School. We 
want a small press and the necessary appa- 
paratus for printing, as one of the Indus- 
trial arts to be pursued by the students in 
that establishment. We have already made 
out a list of the articles wanted, their price, 
and where they are to be had; and we 


only await an opportunity to find some- 
body disposed to make the school a present 
of the:same. 

The farm where the school is to be carried 
on consists of nearly sixty acres, and is par- 
tially cultivated. The Committee voted us 
the means to build a small school-house 
thereon, which is now completed. And 
now we have only to gather the necessary 
furnishings to go to work.
